Inspired Statement Appears in 
Publication Controlled by 
Government. 


SERVIA READY TO COMPLY 


Balkan States Now Negotiating

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Aug. 28.—An in-

in the war the Government will con- 
voke Parliament immediately.

The vote of the Servian Parliament 
Was only upon the principle involved 
and negotiations now are proceeding 
between Servia, Greece and Rumania 
regarding the exact nature of the con- 
cessions to be made Bulgaria. 


Servian Newspaper Says Further

NISH, Servia, Aug. 28.—Commenting 
on the note of confidence in the Gov- 
ernment by the Servian National As- 
sembly, the semi-official Samouprava 
says in a leading article:

Vice President Thomas R. Marshall 
and Mrs. Marshall spent last night at 
the Jefferson Hotel without being rec- 
ognized by the hotel employes or any 
of. the guests. The Vice President is 
making a Chautauqua tour of the 
western states while Congress in 
vacation. 

The Vice President arrived ac the 
hotel about midnight, and departed be- 
fore 7 a. m. today. He spoke at Ed- 
wardsville yesterday, and came into 
St. Louis to spend the night. 

When a PostlDispatch reporter in- 
quired at the hotel this morning for the 
Vice President, the clerk declared that 
he had not been there. The register, 
however, showed this entry: T. R. 
Marshall and wife, Indianapolis.“ 

The Vice President and Mrs. Marshall 
had breakfast alone at the hotel, and 
a few minutes later he paid his bill, 
picked up his grip and with Mrs. Mar- 
shall at his side. walked out of the front 
door of the hotel. None of the usually 
anxious bellboys volunteered to carry 
the grip for him. No taxicab was 
called, and the hotel employes said the 
Vice President either had gone to the 
station in a street car, or walked. 

The Vice President, in his speech at 
Fdwardsville, said that he belleved 
in a policy of reasonable military pre- 
paredness, and criticised the jingoes 
who are trying to bring the United 
States into the war. Those who were 
not satisfied with the present peace 
and security of the United States 
would find the. recruiting offices open 
in, Paris and London, he said. 

The great question before the Ameri- 
can people today was not party poli- 
tics, he said, but whether the United 
States was going to keep out of the 
war without the flag being dishonored, 
He said he was not interested in who 
vas going to win the European war, 
tut he did not want the United States 
ic. become involved im it. 

“There is a man at the head of this 
Government whom I know to be neu- 
tral, and I ask the people to give 
him a chance,” he added. See if he 
doesn’t bring you out of the contro- 
versy with foreign Powers with honor.

BERLIN, vi London, Aug. . —Teu- 
tonic pressure against the Russians in 
Eastern Galicia has resulted in the 
piercing of the Buwasian lines along the 
Zlota Lipa River, it was officially an- 
nounced today by army headquarters. 
The town of Narew, about d miles 
southeast of Bialystok, has been occu- 
pied by the Germans. 

The statement from army headquar- 
ters says: 

“There has been much activity by 
urtillery and airmen. Enemy aviators 
bombarded Ostend, Middelkerke and 
Bruges without success, In Muelheim, 
in Baden, three elvillans were killed 
by bombs dropped by aviators.

ports have indicated. Today's state- 
ment means that the Teutonic forces 
are renewing their thrusts.in Galician 
territory and have scored a success as 
in the course of an attempt to elear 
the remainder of that territory of Rus- 
sian troops, which, if carried to a con- 
clusion, would result in the Russians 
being forced back into their provinces 
of Volyhnia and Padolia.

to leave Warsaw, the Russians finally embarked upon a poliey of retreat, 
to which they have rigidly adhered since. 


If the purpose of the Germans were 
solely to acquire territory which would 
give them an advantageous military 


frontier in the east, then the taking of | 
Brest is the culminating circumstance in 


a campaign successful beyond all par- 
allel in the history of the present war. 
Put we all know that the Russian army, 
not a position, is the objective of Aus- 
tro-German strategy—and this has not 
yet been reached. 

Take the case of the German invas- 
ion of France a year ago. The battles 
oe: Mons, Charleroi and Neufchateai 
made a breach in the first line of French 
defenses, of which Lille, Maubeuge, 
Givet, Mezieres and Longwy were the 
inore important fortresses.

The German reports of a capture 
of 200,000 prisoners since Warsaw was 
taken must be examined in detail to be 
rightly understood. Thus, at Novogeor- | 
gievsk they claimed 4,000 prisoners and 
at Kovno 20,000. But the garrison at 
Novogeorgievsk was deliberately sacri- “4 
ificed to delay German transport on the 
Vistula, as the French sacrificed 40,000 
troops at Maubeuge to control the Liege- 
Paris trunk railroad as long as poagibie. 

The loss of 200,000 in prisoners in rear 
guard actions in a period of three weeks, 
and from armies amounting to at least 
1,500,000 men, is small, indeed, and in- 
cicatés how deliberate, well- conducted 
and successful has been the retreat up 
tu the present moment.

Pats Blame on Dmployes. 

The social responsibility for these 
unfortunate conditions may be fixed 
with reasonable certainty. The respon- 
sibility and such blame as attaches 
}thereto, cannot be held to rest upon 
employers, since in the maintenance of 
the evils of low wages, long hours and 
bad factory conditions, and in their at- 
tempts to gain control of economic and 
political advantages which would pro- 
mote their interests, they have merely 
followed the natural bent of men n- 
volved in the struggle of competitive 
industry. The responsibility for the con- 
ditions rests primarily upon workers, 
who, blind to their collective strength 
and oftentimes deaf to the cries of their 
followers, have suffered exploitation and 
the invasion of their most sacred rights 
without resistance. A large measure of 
responsibility must, however, attach to 
the great mass of citizens who, though 
directly involved in the struggle with 
capital and labor, have failed to realize 
that their own prosperity was dependent 
upon the welfare of all classes of the 
community and that their rights were 
bound up with the rights of every other 
individual. But until the workers them- 
selves realize their responsibility ana 
utilize to the full their Individual pow- 
er, no action, whether governmental or 
elitruistic, can work any genuine and 
lasting improvement. 

“Fourteen rears before Abraham Lin- 
coln was called to the high office where 
he immortalized his name, he uttered 
these great truths: 

“Inasmuch as most good things are 
produced by labor, it follows that all 
such things of right belong to those 
whose labor hac produced them. But it 
tas so happened in all ages of the 
world that some have labored and oth- 
ors have without labor enjoyed a large 
proportion of the fruits. This is wrong 
and should not continue. To secure tb 
each laborer the whole product of his 
labor, or as nearly as possible, is a 
worthy | subject of any ygood govern- 
ment. 

“With this lofty ideal for a goal un- 
der the sublime leadership of the death- 
less Lincoln, we call upon our citizen- 
ehip regardless of politics or economic 
conditions to use every means of agi- 
‘ation, all avenves of educatton and ev- 
ery department and function of govern- 
ment to eliminate the injustices ex- 
posed by the commission, to the end 
that the laborer may ‘secure the whole 
product of his labor.“

APPROPRIATIONS TO ILLINOIS 
STATE OFFICERS ARE ENJOINED 


$2000 for Traveling Expenses 
Lieut. Gov. O’Hara Among Items 
Held te Be Unconstitutional. 

SPRINGFIELD, IL, Aug. 28.—Judge 
James A. Creighton of the Sangamon 
County Court, granted John B. Fergus 
an injunction today restraining State 
Treasurer Andrew Russell from. paying 
numerous items in the omnibus appro- 
priation bill passed by the last Legis- 
lature, on the ground that the money so 
appropriated was for officers of the 
State and therefore unconstitutional. 

Holding that the Governor's mansior 
is @ State institution, Judge Creighton 
refused to grant an injunction restraing 
the State Treasurer from paying $13,000 
for its upkeep. 

The Court held that $2000 appropriated 
for traveling expenses for Lieutenant- 
Governor Barrett O'Hara was uncon- 
stitutional, and an injunction was 
granted, 

It was held by the Court that the Gov- 
ernor has the right to veto a part of an 
item in the omnibus bill without vetoing 
the entire measure. 

The granting of the injunction re- 
straining the State Treasurer from pay- 
ing at least one-third of the salaries 
claimed by John B. Fergus, led some of 
the State officials in court to believe 
Gov.

Probably the most enthusiastic man 
in the United States regarding the 
movement to make this country abso- 
lutely neutral by placing an embargo 
on arms was the Rev. Mr. Kayser,“ An- 
dree declares in a statement given out 
for publication.

“It does not seem to me that 
the administration, through Mr. Garri- 
son, has sought, with peculiarly mean 
unfairness, to discredit the foremost of- 
ficer of the United States army, it is 
wise for Mr. Garrison to attempt, by 
buffoonery, to distract attention fron?’

War to Re Decided by Battle. 
„Thie war will be decided by 
Armies in battle, and it is of no im- 
jiortance where this battle will take 
Face. Thus our retreat assures us vie- 
tory, 
nine to develop, while an abundance of 
munitions of war awaits us in the near 
future, thanks to the m»bilization of 
the rational irdustry and to the orders 
placed abroad, whereas for the moment 
the enemy is in a favorable position in 
this regard. 

“A glance backward shows that at 
the beginning coc’ the war the Germans 
threw the mass of their army against 
France. This leap forward on their 
part had happy results for us, for we 
advanced into enemy territory, notably 
in Galicia: now the tables are turned. 
However, it is impossible to hamper the 
liberty of movement of the Russian 
army in any particular region or on any 
particular frontier, and it would be im- 
practicable to waste garrisons in de- 
fencing fortified towns which are none 
(oo safe, as the Austrians did in Przem- 
ysl? That is why, examining, after a 
vear of war, the map of the Russian 
front. we see the necessity for the liv- 
ing Russian armies to maneuver and 
deploy on their base line. This would 
he the most useful object to aim at, 
especially in view of the situation which 
has prevatied since the month of April. 


Facing Bulk of Hostile Forces, 
Ar the present time we have against 


us nearly all the German cavalry, near- 
ly al! the Austrian army, and more 
than half of the tetal German forces— 
ubout 70 divisiors—and the enemy. artil- 
lery has numerous guns of all calibers.

There is every indication that the 
building and contracting industry will 
show material improvement this autumn, 
according to reports received from some 
of the largest firms in St. Louis and 
elsewhere. Optimism has been the re- 
port from all sides. 


War conditions, of course, have inter- 
fered with the building and construction 
industry for the past year, or in fact 
ever since the European war cloud first 
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came over the horizon. Since the vari- 
cus nations of, Europe declared war on 
each other, all of the banks in the 
United States, it is said by men of fi- 
nance, have retrenched on their loans, 
not only to small concerns, but to big 
institutions. 


The tight money market that has 


j ensued in the past year has possibly 


affected the building and construction 
industry more than any other business. 


Rallroads to Begin Construction 
Work. 
For instance, few of the railroads in 


the United States have been doing much 
construction work. Weather conditions, 


caused by continuous rains, cloudbursts 
and floods have forced the railroads 
from coast to coast to make immediate 
repairs that otherwise would be un- 
necessary. This condition of affairs nas 
provided contracts to big and little con- 
cerns. 


The indications are that the South- 
west in particular, as well as the coun- 
try in general will enjoy a period of in- 
creasing business in every line of con- 
struction work. 


Possibly the biggest construction work 
in St. Louis which has been under way 
for the past several months is the con- 
struction of the Mill Creek Valley 
sewer, on which as many as 500 men a 
day are employed. The contract price 
for this work is estimated at $3,000,000. 
All of the supplies necessary in this 
project are purchased either in St. 
Louis, through St. Louis firms, or 
bought in this trade territory. 


Work on Big Sewer Being Pushed 
Rapidly. 


The Carter Construction Co., general 
contractors for the Mill Creek Bh che naeal 
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sewer, reported that the work is being 
pushed rapidly and that it will be com- 
pleted in the early spring. 

The Thos. Connor & Son, sub-con- 
tractors, state in connection with the 
Mill Creek Valley Sewer, that “rock 
excavation has progressed to a point 
where the concrete lining can be com- 


nienced. We have placed about 150 men 


en this end of the work. The actual 
piacing and conveying of the concrete 
is being done by a pueumatic process 
which delivers the sand, stone and ce- 
ment from the point of mixing to the 
tunnel form, owing to the pressure un- 
der which the concrete is placed, the 
use of all-steel tunnel forms are re- 
quired.”’ 


Brocklehurst-Potter, sub-contractors 
for the excavation and concrete work 
between Eighteenth and Cardinal ave- 
nue, state they have over 300 men 
working and are pushing the work rap- 
idly. 


The work of reconstructing the Comp- 
tou Hill Reservoir, Grand and Lafay- 
ette avenues, Was begun Thursday. The 
work will be preparatory until Sept. 15, 
when the water will be shut off and 
the resurfacing of the basin will begin. 
The walls of the reservoir also will be 
increased eight feet in height, to give it 
e larger capacity. While the work is 
in progress the section of St. Louis 
now supplied by this reservoir will be 
served direct from the pumping station 
at Baden. 


It is more than likely, St. Louis con- 
tractors declare, that steps will be 
taken to avoid a repetition of the recent 
River des Peres floods, which cost so 
many lives and great damage to prop- 
erty. Just how much money is to be 
spent m this work can not be predictea 
at this time.

The 
Pevely Dairy Co. building is pointed to 
in this report as an indication of im- 
proved conditions and the firm also re- 
ports that they have prospects for many 
fine residences during the coming sea- 
son. 

The Phelan-Faust Palnt Co. has been 
particularly fortunate in obtaining re- 
cent contracts for work throughout the 
winter. A member of the firm, in speak - 
ing about the outlook of conditions for 
the building and construction business 
said that their traveling men had al- 
ready started out and were sending 
in orders for fall business. Their trav- 
eling salesmen report that conditions 
throughout the country are very much 
improved. One of the big contracts that 
this firm has just completed was for 
an order of 3500 gallons of Metal Kote 
for the steel work on the Missouri State 
Capitol Building at Jefferson City. 


Some of the big buildings now in 
the course of construction in the 
downtown district are the Missouri 
Athletic Association’s new home, the 
new structure that will house the 
various railroad ticket offices under 
the same roof, which is being erected 
at Broadway and Locust streets. 
There is also to be constructed at 
the southeast corner of Ninth and St. 
Charles streets, the New Orpheum 
Theater Building, which will cost, ex- 
clusive of the site, over $400,000. In a 
comparatively short while work will 
also be begun on the new Post-Dispatch 
Building on the northeast corner of 
Twelfth and Olive streets.

ILLINOIS STANDS FOR LIBERTY. 

In a recent decision of the Illinois Supreme 
Court compulsory vaccination in the public 

schools was declared unconstitutional. Granting 


to the public schools a child who had not been 
vaccinated, Justice Vaughn said: 

This case is an attempt to have a writ of 
mandamus issued compelling a school board to 
accept as a pupil a certain child that has not 
been vaccinated. This court does not find that 
a healthy child is a danger or a menace to pu- 
pils or teachers. Therefore, to deprive him of 
school privileges is to do him a wrong and an 
injustice. In the case at bar the child is not 
on trial. Of himself he could never be ex- 
pected to go to a physician and ask to be vac- 
einated. All of his instincts are against the 
operation. This court does not attempt to de- 
cide whether vaccination is a prophylactic 
against disease. We merely hold that it has 
not been shown that a healthy child is a men- 
ace or danger to his fellows. That the young 
shall be educated is very desirable, and the 
attempt to deprive certain children of the 
right of public school advantages is a very 
serious matter. The dangers arising from 
ignorance and idleness are quite as imminent 
as those arising from smallpox. 

To use the leverage of coercion or tntimida- 
tion, with parental love as a fulerum, and thus 
force parents to do certain things against 
their conscience, is neither ethical nor equit- 
able. As a legal resort it is unjustifiable. 
This decision embodies such a clear and con- 

vincing statement of the principle involved in 
compulsory vaccination or the operation of any 
other law compelling medical or surgical treat- 
ment that it is well worth reprinting. We have 
gone so far under the pressure of paternalism and 
medical interests towards overthrowing the fund- 
amental right of personal liberty which gives 
every citizen control over his own body and his 
own destiny, that it is wise to take our bearings 
and retrace our steps. 

In this case the value of vaccination is not 
questioned. There are wide differences of opin- 
ion among doctors and laymen. Some high med- 
ical authorities approve and some condemn vac- 
cinatfon. Some think it useless and some think 
it dangerous—more dangerous than the disease it 
is designed to prevent. 

The decision, without deciding whether vacci- 
nation is good or bad affirms the right of opin- 
‘ion and the freedom of choice on the part of 
the individual.* It denies the right of school 
boards to debar children from the public schools 
unless they are vaccinated, regardless of the

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UNCLE SAM NEEDS JUDGE DIVIL BISS. 

In some cases a fortune of not more than 325, 
600,000, in many one of $20,000,000 or less, will 
yield an income of $1,000,000 a year. 

From data compiled from income tax reports 
we are asked to believe that the persons having 
wedlth enough to produce a $1,000,000 income 
in other words, the persons with fortunes equal- 
ing at least $25,000,000—number only 41 in the en- 
tire country. The returns from which the count 
was made were for the calendar year 1914, dur- 
ing the last six months of which sales abroad 
were gathering volume for the biggest fiscal year 
United States business has ever had. 

The fact that the tax was collected for only 10 
months in 1913 gave a chance for evasion by 
swearing that as great a proportion of income as 
one’s conscience would stand for was earned in 
the two first months of the year rather than dur- 
ing the last 10 months. But the total tax for 1914 
ie only $41,046,166, or but $8,809,420, more than 
the 1913 total. 

The popular estimate is that New York City 
alone has more than 41 men worth $25,000,000, 
without taking into account the colossal real 
estate holdings, trust profits, wheat and stock 
market gambling, mining investments and other 
factors making up individual fortunes in other 
Eastern states in the great cities of the West. 

Evidently St. Louis technique in making out 
tax returns prevails in the Federal jurisdiction. 
Uncle Sam should do some Divilbissing during 
this present prosperous year of 1915.

BREST-LITOVSE. 

On Aug. 5 the Germans entered Warsaw. In 
less than three weeks they have taken Brest- 
Litovsk. All Poland is now in their hands. 

The amazing pace at which they have car- 
ried forward their attack on the Russian lines 
shows as yet no sign of relaxation. At every 
point where they bring strong pressure to bear 
the enemy is forced to fall back after offering 
brief resistance. Ever since the Kaiser's armies, 
with the assistance of the Austrians, began the 
great drive to clear Galicia of the Russians the 
Teuton allies have won à virtually ünbroken 
series of victories. After the capture of Lem 
berg there was a short breathing spell. But in 
six weeks the central allies were in Warsaw, 
and twenty days later in possession of the for- 
tress of Brest-Litovsk, reputed to be Russia’s 
greatest stronghold. 

As in the case of Warsaw, the Germans en- 
tered Brest-Litovsk almost unopposed: The Rus- 
sians abandoned the fortress rather than sacri- 
fice the forces necessary for its defense. Behind 
the whole German campaign in Poland have been 
the rset eb to envelope and crush the Russian.

4NTWINE ON THE GERMAN SITUATION, 


R. ANTWINE finished the last thing in the 
postoffice on the international political 
situation, and walked out where the com-

„We can quit drilling, he said. Germany is 
not going to torpedo any more ships without giving 
people a chance to escape, and the war scare is over. 
I suspect that the news may be regarded as a fair 
reflection of the easier state of Germany’s mind. 
So far as anyone can make out, she is winning the 
war, and it is not therefore necessary for her to re- 
sort to those desperate policies to which she had re- 
course in desperation. Either that is it, or she is 
going to yield to us until she gets Europe subdued 
and is then going to have it out with us when she is 
not otherwise engaged. On the latter hypothesis it 
might be advisable for us drill some of the time, but 
there is no such pressing demand for preparedness 
as there has been. 

If I were analyzing the situation down to bedrock, 
granting what we hear is true, I would say that Ger- 
many is not altogether satisfied with her moral posi- 
tion before the world, and would like to improve it. 
If such is the case, sheould do nothing better for 
the present than acknowledge herself wrong in her 
controversy with the United States. It will not only 
help the feeling toward her in this country, but 
among all the neutrals as well. She has a decided 
advantage in being able to torpedo the ships of other
